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SOUNDS KNELL FOR REGULARS 
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A change that is revolutionary for 
this county and which will do away 
with “professional” jurymen in the 
superior courts in this county, Was 
ordered Saturday morning by Judges 
B. F. Bledsoe and F. F. Oster, who 
issued an order that hereafter in 
the trial of a case a regular panel of 
fifty men from the jury list 
up by the supervisors shall be called 
into court for the selection of the 
jury. Every three months a list of 
fifty jury candidates will be made 
up from the annual list named by 
the board, the fifty being called for 
each case. 

For years the custom 
gecure special venires for all cases 
called in the courts, in San Bernar- 
dino, the result being that many be- 
‘ame professional jurors and 
on a large percentage of the panels.
